SI rebel- Dgalnat_parental-lnatruc- 
nn'nnd a Vocal biilburaffnallcB; 
usually leaving youngster and the 
adults about where they were be- 
fore. Tho boy may bo compelled .to

order -and resolves to argue for 
what he considers his "rlshts," His 
antagonism -against-hls parcnt3...1s 

increased...'. ... , __. 

We 'are able to teach lltUe chil- 
dren to abide by 'our directions be- 
cause. tl}ey are- virtually helpless 
and heed the protection of our 
strength and knowledge. . Our aim 
should be to train them toward 
self-help and. self-control, BO that 
when they reach the adolescent 
stoge no orders 'are nocesaary. They 
should have ;acqulTed .their own-per- 
sonalities, needing only advice and 
wise ' guidance. 

A W-yoar-old boy who la physi- 
cally overgrown, may cvlnco some 
desires and needs of an adult. A 
girl of a similar tyj^ may no'longer 
accept orders cheii^ully. Both want 
to be accepted as people in their 
own right. They .have outgrown 
childhood and v^ont to have that 
fact .taken ai a matter of 

They stilt require teaching. They 
make mtstokes as we all have done, 
and are likely to do. But these 
children should bo dealt with tact- 
fully, taking into oonslderallon their 
personality and their temperament. 

Often porenta. ara* tempted to 
take the short cut ot authority.

Try the other way when chil- 
dren are }-oung and avoid friction 
In years to come. 

As soon OS a child can help him- 
self, let him do so. As soon as he 
can icnd a hand, lot him. When he 
seeks advice give It freely and stand 
back to see how it works. Lot the 
child grow In his own power, praise 
his. success. ftntl-r-very_ Important— - 
ask' his help and for his sugges' 
tlons. Respect him as a person.
